interviewed Sir. Andrews, the head 
of a jewel department of a Now 
fork house, Learned from him the 

following facts :

any Oriental pearls, mid are valued 
as highly. The fresh-water pearls 
are almost all small, but, brilliant and 
and somewhat rosy in tint. About 
half the California pearls are black,

while pearls. Some years ago about 
eighty per centum of California pearls 
were black, the proportion having 
diminished rapidly during the last 
len years. 

The biggetl pearl ever found in 

iiinlry was the celebrated one

Of late many small and almost

Daniel Koone, the pioneoi of ken 
lucky, was born in Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania, in 1735. His educa- 
tion was neglected, but he was a 
splendid rifle shot — an accomplish- 
ment which was at that tune of more 
use in Kentucky than book know- 
ledge. When he was eighteen years 
of age, his parents removed to North 
Carolina, and settled on the hanks of 
the Yadkin River. Here he met Re- 
beoCO Bryan whom he married, and 
tattled down as a farmer for a time. 

Bat Boone, being a very restless sort 
of man. soon fell ••crowded" in North 
Carolina, and in J.700 he joined a 
parly with the intention of hunting 
and exploring in what is now the 
State of Kentucky. Everything went 
on Swimmingly until one day Koone 
and a companion, while hunting near 
Kentucky Kivcr, were taken prisoners 

by thi' Indians. They were robbed 
of all they possessed, but otherwise 
well treated- the Indians intending 
to adopt them. Koone and his com- 
panion, however, had different views 
in regard lo the adoption, and after 
remaining wilh the Indians 
days succeeded in escaping. They 
endeavored to rejoin their com 
paniona, hut although thev found 
their camp, fliey never found their 
comrades, as the latter had probably 
been killed by the Indians. One 
day, while Koone and his companion, 

Stewart, were searching for game. 
Daniel Koone'* brother, 

Squire Koone, and another man who 
were in search of them. Soon after 
both Stewart ami the hunter, who ac- 
companied Squire Koone from North 
Carolina, were killed hv th, 
skins. Tho two brothers were now 
alone in the forest, and lived and 
hunted in safely through the winter. 
In the spring. Squire Boone returned 
to North Carolina to gel, supplies, 
leaving Daniel alone until his return 
in .Inly. 

From the first it had been Daniel's 
intention to bring his wife and family 
to his new settlement, as soon as he 
could, and at the end of two years he 
returned to North Carolina to carry 
out his intentions. In spite of his 
efforts, he could nol return to his be- 
loved forest for two years. " (in the 
Sfith of September, i;;;i," says one of 
his biographers, "the two brothers 
bade adieu to their friends and neigh- 
bors on the Yadkin, and entered 0f> 
the perilous task of traversing the 
wilderness to the hanks of the Ken- 
luck v. A drove of pack horses car- 
ried their bedding, clothing, pro- 
visions and other necessities, *a 
number of milch-cows, with some 
young cattle and swine, were intend- 
ed to constitute the head of the wes- 
tern wilderness. At Powelt's Valley, 
through which their route lay, 
the] were joined by forty families 
and forty men. all we'll armed. This 
on of Itrenth gave them eour- 
ind the party advanced full of 
hope and confident of success. Ai 
night they encamped, as is still the 
custom of emigrating parties through- 
out the vast west. The Damping 
is near some spring or water- 
course : temporary shelters are made 
by placing poles m a sloping position, 
with one enil resting on the ground, 
the other elevated on forks. On 
tent cloth prepared for the 
purpose, or. as in the ease of these 
pioneers, articles of bed-clothing, are 
stretched. The tire is kindled in 
front against a fallen tree or log, 
toward which the feet are placed 
while sleeping. If "the ground is wet. 
twigs or small branches wilh leaves 
and dry grass, and laid under the 
beds. Each •family reposes under 
a separate cover, and the clothing

At, the head of 
well-armed men. Boone proceeded to 
Kentucky, and although attacked 
several times by the Indians, tni 



who ever stood on the banks of 
Kent icky Kivcr. A nunil 
families followed their example, ami 
the little fort soon became cheerful 
and populated. 

(»n the lith Of July, 1 : 7«i. three 
young white girls, one of them 
Boone's daughter, were captured by 
Indians, while in a canoe near the 
fort, hut, the Indians being promptly 
pursued, were compelled to release 
them. In IT;;, two attempts were 
made to capture the fori, but in 
the besiegers were beaten off. Being 
in need of salt. Koone, at, the head ot 
thirty men, proceeded to the Lower 
Bine Kicks or Kicking Kivcr, in quest 
of il. Oncday. while hunt ing a short 
distance from his companions, Koone 
was surprised by a parly of Indians, 
one hundred and two in number. 
Resistance was hopeless, so he parley- 
ed with the red men and succeeded 
in gaining their confidence, and linal- 
Iv made honorable terms for the sur- 
render of his men. who became 
prisoners of war. "The generous 
usage the Indians had promised 
before, in mv capitulation," 
Koone, " was afterward fully complied 
with, and we proceeded with them as 
prisoners to old Chilioothe, theprinei- 

pal Indian town on Kittle Miami, 
where we arrived, after an uncomfor- 
table journey m very severe weather, 
on the 18th of February, and receiving 
as good treatment as prisoners could 
expect, from savages. On the 10th 
of March following, I and ten of my 
men were conducted by fortv Indian's 
to Detroit, where we arrived on the 

80th day. and were treated by i 

nor Hamilton, the British oomman 
deral that post, with great humanity." 

The Governor endeavored to i 
s liberation by pureh.i- 
his captors were not 'willing to pari 

with him, wishing to adopt him, so 

be was compelled to return to the 

wilderness with ihem. where he 
remained until dune 16, 1778, when 

he made his escape. 

On September T. i;;s. an Indian 
army numbering four hundred and 
forty-four, with Captain Duqesne and 

other Canadians, ap. 
before Koonesborougli and suniiuoiHtl 
the garrison to ••surrender in (he 
name of his Kritannie Ma 
Koone declined to comply with this 

request, bal as Demesne wished to 

hold a parley, nine commissioners 
were appointed to meet him and his 
party. Nothing, of course, came of 
the meeting, as each party was deter- 
mined not to yield. At the m, 
the Indians proposed to revive an 
ancient custom of their tribe, which 
.consisted of two Indians shaking 
the hands of a white man at the same 
time. 'flic pioneers exactly knew 
what, this meant, but eonsen 
When the Indians attempted I 
them away, the whiles being without, 
any weapons, except those furnished 
by nature, appealed to their fists, and 
knocking the Indians down, made; 
their escape to the fort, their retreat 
being covered by sonic sharp shoo; 
who had been stationed in advan- 
tageous positions for (hat very pur- 
pose. The Indians besieged the fort 
until September SO, when, ha 
lost thirty-seven killed and many 
wounded, thev raised the siege. The 
pioneers lost two killed and four 

wounded. 

Koone met with many adventures 
among the Indians, too numerou 
mention here. Some of his family 
were killed by the savages, and when 
Kentucky was admitted into the 
Union in 1798, it was found that the 
title to the land granted Koone 

nia, was worthless.

They can hear spoken 
sentences every minute in the day. 
On the street, in the stores, or at 
home with the family, new ideas and 
new words, spoken in correct English, 
are constantly being exchanged. 
There is less necessity, in their case, 
for incessant practice in reading and 
writing. But deaf-mutes live in a 
world of silence. The only instruc- 
tion they can get in language is by 
reading and writing. We give to 
them this advice : Read good books 
and papers, think of what you have 
read, and try to write about it in eon 
nectcd language. At the same time, 
write down the most important 
occurrences of each day, and 
me one to correct your mistakes 
in grammar. After a while there will 
be few, if any, mistakes to correct.

Situated on the Heights, 
and between two rivers, there is a 
constant breeze passing over the 
place, even during the hottest days, 
which tempers the atmosphere and 
makes it perfectly delightful. 

The pupils who remain, while be- 
ing obliged to work a few hours each 
day, still do not consider it a hard- 
ship, and thoroughly appreciate their 
surroundings. 

Numerous visitors, principally deaf- 
mute, visit the Institution almost 
daily. They bring the latest bits of 
oity gossip, and return home laden 

with Institution ■• taffy."

The large steam laundry connected 
with the Institution is not idle now-a- 
da vs. Filtering the building a short 
time ago. we saw pile upon pile of 
bed-ticks, sheets, pillow cases, towels 
and in fact nearly all the linen, etc.. 
used by sonic 600 persons during the 
school term. Three •• Nonpareil " 
sham washers, built by Oakley .x 
Keating, of this city, were in active 
operation, and upon inspecting the 
linen which had been through these 
Washes*, we found it to be cleaned as 
thoroughly and with far greater speed 
than could be done by band. 

Besides these steam washers, there 
arc a number of lara ineci w itn 

zinc, with faucets by which hot and 
cold water can be turned on, for the 
finer linon, etc. 

There ia every facility afforded for 
boiling, rinsing and wringing, which 
can be found in any first class city 
laundry. 

Twelve female servants are con 
stantly employed here. It generally 
requires three days to complete h 
week's washing, the remainder of the 
week being devoted to drying, iron- 
ing, etc. 

A " Walworth " steep) ironer has 
recently been introduced, which does 
away with considerable female labor. 
It is built on nearly the same princi- 
ple :is an ordinary clothes- wringer, 
and does excellent work. It requires 
two persons to work it properly. 
Fine ironing, such as shirts, collars, 
cuffs, etc., has to be finished by hand. 

Nineteen mammoth dryers, under 
which are a number of steam pipes, 
heated from the boiler house, are of 
iuestimuble value for the successful 
carrying on of the work. 

A seven horse power engino in the 
building runs the machinery. 

Forty pounds of soap, forty pounds 
of starch, four bottles of bluing and 
one- fourth of a barrel of washing- 
fluid, weekly, gives one an idea of 
the immense amount of work done 
here. 

Everything is conducted on an ad- 
mirable business system. Many of 
the girls have been here for years, and 
ire skilled m particular branches of 
the work. The upper story of the 
building is used for sleeping apart- 
ments, the bead laundress having her 
room there, and who has the entire 
charge of the build
